Today I want you to simply get acquainted with the 
general work of the Holy Spirit in the life of a Christian. I 
will not deal in this message with that extraordinary work 
of the Spirit, His fullness, His enduement with power from 
on high for soul winning. Before we come to the doctrine of 
the fullness of the Spirit we should learn the general work of 
the Holy Spirit which at least in some degree is done in every 
Christian. Every Christian was convicted by the Holy Spirit 
before he was saved. Then the Holy Spirit regenerated him 
when he trusted in Christ. The Holy Spirit came in to dwell 


in the body of every one he 


regenerated. Then the Holy 


Spirit is the Teacher, the Comforter, the Prayer-Helper, the 
loving Friend of every Christian. Let us learn of this general 
and usual work of the Holy Spirit first. Every Christian has 


these ministries of the Holy Spirit. 


Not every Christian is 


filled withthe Spirit, though every Christian could be. This 
is a get-acquainted message. I want to introduce you to the 


Holy Spirit. 
We read in John 14:16-26; 
“And I will pray the Father, and 
he shall give you another Com- 


forter, that he may abide with you; 


for ever; Even the Spirit of truth; 


whom the world cannot receive, 


because it seeth him not, neither 
knoweth him: but ye know him; 
for he dwelleth with you, and shall 
be in you.”’—vss. 16, 17. 

Here Jesus says there is a 
certain dispensational difference— 
‘The Holy Spirit now,’ He said, 
‘dwells with you; but in the future 
He shall be in you.’ There was a 
time when the Holy Spirit moved 
into the bodies of Christians and 


there made His home. In Old 


Testament times He came upon 


Christians with power. He spoke 
to them as He does to Christians 


today. But»now the Holy Spirit 
literally lives in the bodies of 
saved people. ‘He dwelleth with 
you.’ Jesus said, ‘before the cruci- 
fixion. He shall be in you after 
the resurrection.’ Ne 

“I will not leave you comfort- 
less: I will come to you. Yet a 
little while, and the world seeth 
me no more; but ye see me: be- 
cause I live, ye shall live also.

I have never liked 


hearted, 
and _ stale, 
stale things. 

I was born in a very poor home, 
a one-room house in _ southern 
Indiana. When. we moved. to 
Louisville, Kentucky, we were still 
poor. For many years we did 
not have much furniture. We sat 
on dry goods boxes. We served 
the meals on dry goods boxes. We 
moved out into the country and 
had a small, poor farm;*had some 
livestock and some hogs. We had 
a hard time, but we made it. 

On Saturdays my dad used to 
take the old T-Model car, drive 
in to the bakery in the city of 
Louisville and buy some stale 
bread. He would get a big sack 
of it for twenty-five or fifty cents. 
Sometimes they would charge him 
a cent a loaf. My dad would 
bring it back to the farm, take 
it out to the barn and spread it 
on the floor. My mother would 
come down, look it over, pick out 
a loaf here and there. She would 
say, “This may be stale bread, but 
we need the money, and I think we 
can make use of some of it.” 

She would then take back to 
the house the loaves she had 
picked out, sprinkle some water 
on them, put them into the oven, 
and heat them for a while. Then

she would bring them out, cut a 
loaf and serve it. It tasted all 
right, but somehow I never could 
get away from the fact that it 
was stale bread. All my life I 
have not enjoyed stale bread or 
anything else that is stale—even 
stale Christians. And, under God, 
I do not want to be a stale Chris- 
tian! I do not want to be the 
kind that is half-hearted, luke- 
warm, and indifferent toward the 
things of the Lord Jesus Christ. 
I want to be, as Paul said here in 
the Scripture, “fervent in spirit; 
serving the Lord.” 

I wish I had time to show you 
the difference between a _ stale 


_ Christian anc a fresh, wide-awake, 


vital Christian. A stale Christian 
is one who is always sitting around 
grouching and complaining. A 
stale Christian hates the offering 
plate when it is passed. 

A wide-awake, alive Christian, a 
vigorous Christian, a fresh Chris- 
tian is a Christian who is always 
rejoicing in his salvation. It 
never gets old to him. He can 
always talk about Jesus, can 
always rejoice about the Saviour. 
He is always rejoicing in the 
blessed Word of God. He is taking 
advantage of every opportunity 
to go out and win souls. His 
heart is on fire, and there is a 
glow about him. He is ready~to 
go for God! 

You know what I am talking 
about—the kind of Christian who 
has just been saved and is anxious 
to win somebody else to Jesus 
Christ. Did you ever see a man 
get saved and then right away 
want to go out and get some- 
body else saved? Oh, I wish we 
could hold on to that! Christian, 
don’t let the fire go out! 

In our church we have ordained 
a lot of men who have gone into 
full time pastorates in Tennessee, 
Georgia, Alabama, and _ other 
states. In almost every’ such 
service I have told the young man: 
“Don’t let the fire go out!” 

If we could just keep the same 
zeal, the same glow, the same 
fervor that we had the day after 
we were saved; how different it 
would be! But we get stale; we 
begin to sit down and take things 
easy. We get indifferent. We get 
in. a rut with the rest of the 
Christians, and the fire goes out. 

Recently in Chattanooga we had 
quite an outstanding Jewish man 
saved, Lo and behold, he got on 
fire and began to win souls. Every 
Sunday for a number of weeks he 
went out and brought people to 
Jesus Christ. He would come down 
the aisle, bringing a man and his 
wife with him. He would bring 
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people to church, would then wit- 
ness to them and win them to 
Jesus. I said, “O God, don’t let 
the fire go out in Harry’s heart!” 
I told my folks, “Don’t elect him 
to any office.” “As soon as a man 
is made president of a Sunday 
School class, you know, he quits 
winning souls. And if he is ever 
made treasurer of anything, he is 


ruined! I said, “Don’t elect Harry 
to any office; just let him win 
souls.” 


That is the way it goes. You 
know you get a fellow on fire and 
the first thing you know he is 
given half a dozen jobs. Then he 
begins to ‘substitute these other 
things for the most important 
thing—-winning sopls to Jesus 
Christ. 

The trouble with our ministry 
today is that we*are trying to do 
too many things and we are not 
winning souls to Jesus Christ. 


Now, let me give you three 
characteristics of a fresh, vital 
Christian. Thus far, I have just 
been giving you the introduction 
to my sermon! 


I. A Fresh and Vital Chris- 
tian Has Faith in God 

I am glad chat Dr. Rice, in his 
message a bit ago, said what he 
did about faith. A vital Christian 
has faith in God. “Faith cometh 
by hearing, and hearing by the 
Word of God,” says Romans 10:17. 
Paul said, “We walk by faith, not 
by sight” (II Cor. 5:7). Let me 
say it with all the earnestness that 
Iecan: A fresh and vital Christian 
has faith in God! And there are 
not many like that. That is the 
reason so many have lines on their 
faces. That is the reason they are 
chasing around to all kinds of 
and psychiatrists. 
That is the reason people have 
nervous breakdowns. Seventy-five 
per cent of all the trouble people 
have today is the result of not 
having faith in God. 

Listen! Faith in God knows: no 


obstacles, no difficulties. Faith in 


God looks at God and He is bigger 
than all the difficulties. I am 
glad I found it out! I used to 
worry about a lot of little things 
—where the money to run Ten- 
nessee Temple College was coming 
from, where the money for our 
mission program was coming 
from, and so forth. But I began 
to see that if I would do the thing 
God said in His Word for me to 


do, and that if I would bring it 


to Him in prayer, He would be 
ready and anxious to answer my 
prayers and supply the needs. 
Faith in God knows no obstacles! 

Recently, we were having a 
special offering in our church for 
our school, Tennessee Temple Col- 
We had set the time for it. 
We were not going to have any 
drive, no raising of hands. Some- 
time before the date set for the 
offering there came a strike. (A 
lot of the unions were out on 
strikes, carpenters and _ others). 
Some of my men said, “This is a 
mighty poor time for an offering.” 

i said, ‘“‘How much do you think 
we would get if we took it in 
normal times?” . 


“Well, $5,000 or $6,000.” 
“How much do you think we 


will get now?” 

“Oh, preacher, not much; §$3,- 
000, maybe—maybe less.” 
Somebody said, Since this such 
a poor time, we ought to put it 
off for another time.” 


I said, “We'll trust the Lord.” 
Many folks prayed about it. 


I know I prayed much about it. 


And on that Sunday morning, 
without any kind of drive, we 
took the . collection plates and 
passed them, first of all, for the 
Sunday morning church offering. 
That offering totalled about 
$3,500. We have no pledges, no 
signing up ahead of time; we just 
bring our tithes and offerings. 
After the regular Sunday 
morning offering was taken, we 
said, “Now, we’ll pass the plates 
and receive the special sacrificial 
offering for our college. Our 
church is back of it and we want 
our church to give. We are 
praying and trusting God in spite 
of all the difficulties.” And the 
people in that day—believe it or 
not—put on the plates $10,80U! 
Oh, doesn’t God answer prayer!

First, modernism, 
the churches chokes evangelism. 
We need to call people back to 
the old-time faith, that the Bible 
is the-very Word of God, that 
Christ is the virgin-born, atoning, 
resurrected Saviour, that regenera- 
tion is the very need of man.

Second, worldliness has come in 
like a flood to drown the spiritual 
fires, to deaden the _ spiritual 
power, to kill the compassion for 
sinners in the churches. The 


levangelism of old-time believers 


condemned sin. Evangelists were 
taught to “reprove, rebuke and 
exhort with all longsuffering and 
doctrine.””’ We must have again 
the evangelism like D. L. Moody, 
which aroused the conscience, 
which convicted the sinner, which 
caused worldly Christians*‘to re- 
pent and purify their lives and 
seek the power of the Holy Spirit. 
I call on people everywhere who 
are for righteousness, for holy 
living, for pold Bible preaching, 
for calling people to repentance, 
to join us in this great conference 
to stir revival fires and to turn 
multitudes to God. ; 
Third, ultradispensationalism, the 
Plymouth Brethren heresy and its 
offshoots in many Christian .cir- 
cles have come in to turn people 
from soul winning to Bible teach- 
ing, from nights of prayer to 
speculation about the Antichrist 
and the date of the second coming. 
Such ultradispensationalists some- 
times mock at evangelism, as did 
Dr. Louis Sperry Chafer in his 
book, True Evangelism, teaching 
that evangelists should only 
preach in mission areas, that

On every hand Satan has raised up enemies to the old- 
time revival, the evangelism of D. L. Moody, R. A. Torrey, 


evangelists are ‘‘a false force in 
evangelism,” that it is wrong to 
demand public profession of faith 
in Christ, and that those who give 
a public invitation do it to make 
a show and to make money. These 
slanderers of evangelism and 
evangelists have crept in among 
Bible-believing Christians, have 
talked sneeringiy of “professional 
evangelists,” have said that the 
day of great revivals is past. We 
know the God of Moody, the God 
of Torrey, the God of Finney, the 
God of Spurgeon, the God of Billy 
Sunday, the God of Paul and John 
the Baptist and Elijah still lives. 
I call on all the believers in old- 
time evangelism like that of D. L. 
Moody and his associates to come 
together for a new heart-stirring 
to arouse new faith, to attempt 
great victories for God in evange- 
lizing America! 

Fourth, formalism has crept 
into the churches bit by bit to 
freeze the passion, stylize_ the 
services and to freeze the freedom 
that is necessary for,soul win- 
ning. Bible-believing churches 
have pipe organ or piano playing 
during prayer! Choirs are robed. 
The services follow _ so-called 
“worship services,” follow set and 
meticulous order where the Spirit 
of God has no chance to move, 
where sinners feel unwelcomed. 
The formalism that had to be 
broken in John Wesley’s day to 
bring a revival, had to be broken 
in Moody’s day to bring a revival, 
must be broken today if we see 
again the mighty moving of the 
Spirit of God in revival power. 
Formalism in the churches tries 
in vain to supply the lack of the 
power of God. Let us come to- 
gether to seek the fullness of the

the power from on ‘high.

est night. Have you had trouble? 
Have you had heartaches and 
disappointments? Listen! You 


ean still sing if your faith is 
fastened upon the promises of God 
and upon the Lord Himself. Faith 
in God sings in the darkest night 
that can ever come. 

Someone gave us a couple of 
birds. (I have been using birds 
on the radio as a' background for 
a shut-in broadcast). I named 
these two birds Paul and Silas. 
But, God bless them, they won't 
sing! Paul and Silas sang in 
prison, but my birds won’t sing in 
the cage. Somebody said, “If 
you will get a record and play it, 
it will teach the birds to sing. ‘ 
My wife went down town to try 
to buy such a record, but the 
people laughed at her and said 
they did not have any. 

The other day somebody my

singing. 

Listen! Christians need to get 
in a dark room. And we will go 
to the dark room! God has His 
own way of putting us into those 
places for our benefit and profit, 
not for His pleasure. Some of

you have already gone through 


many of them. It is then that we 
learn to sing. Faith gives a song 
in the darkest night. 


. Faith in God, I say, is the thing 
we need, It comes as we read the 
promises of God and realize that 
God cannot lie. It comes as we 
rest ourselves on those promises 
and look to God; not to ourselves 
or any other human being. Faith 
in God! 


I have to ride airplanes every 
week or so. I do not like them 
a bit. 


You can have all of them; let 

me stay on the ground! With all 
these cars on the highways, I may 
not be as safe as if I were off the 
ground; but I still don’t like to 
ride planes. 
I flew up to Philadelphia the 
other day. The day after I got 
there I- picked up a newspaper 
and read, ‘“Eighty-one’ People 
Killed in Two Plane Crashes!” I 
called up the train station and 
said, “When is the next train out 
of here?” I am ready to die— 
but not that way! I want my 
wife to recognize me; I want to 
be a pretty corpse! This thing of 
being picked up out of a hillside 
does not appeal to me! 

But I was riding a plane some- 
time ago and learned a lesson that 
helped me a lot. I was sitting 
next to a deacon of an outstanding 
Baptist church. We .were going 
toward Winston-Saiem, flying over 
the _ Smoky Mountains. Brother, 
it was rough! That old plane was 
bucking. And the deacon got sick. 
(When you get sick on an airplane, 
you are pretty sick!) He tooked 
over at me and said, “Brother 
Roberson, I hope you don’t mind; 
I am not able to sit up.” He had 
something on his head to keep him 
from getting sicker. I was sick, 
but not that way. I saw-a big 
mountain ahead of us. I got hold 
of the seat under me and was 
trying to lift the airplane up. I 
was straining every muscle in my 
body! I was working hard. 


Smoky Mountszins. The rain was 
coming down; it was rough! I said 
to the hostess, “Are these normal 
flying conditions?” 

She said, “No, this is very 
rough.” (She didn’t have to tell 
me that!) I was still straining 
every muscle, trying to lift the 
plane over those mountains. I 
was paying for that ride, but I 
was not getting a thing out of it! 


Like some Christians, you know, 


Suddenly the door into the place 
where the pilot sits came open. I 
never saw that happen before, 
but that door came open and stay- 
ed 6pen right in the midst of all 
that rough business. I happened to 
look up through the door and see 
the pilot. Do you know what he 
was doing? He was chewing gum

as you please. I looked at him 
and said to myself, “Wait a min- 
ute—he isn’t scared! Why should 


‘I be afraid if he isn’t afraid? He 
can see the mountains before I 
get to them.” 

I did not say anything to the 
deacon. He was too sick! But I 
kept watching the mouth of the

pilot as he chewed. He was not a 
bit excited. “But,” I said, “Lord, 
help us if he ever goes to chew- 
ing faster! We’ll be ruined if he 
does.” 

Finally, we got to Greensboro, 
I believe it was; and we came 
down in the rain. When that 
pilot walked out of the plane, he 
was still chewing as calmly and 
as unconcernedly as before. 

Listen! We need to trust in the’

Now get this, Christians: if you 
want to know Jesus Christ, you 
must get acquainted with the Holy 
Spirit. There is a sense in which 
Jesus Christ is the only Mediator 
between God and man, but in 
another sense the Holy Spirit is 
the only One who can help you to 
know Jesus. Jesus said, ‘I am 
going to manifest Myself to you 
through the Holy Spirit.’ 

“Jesus answered and said unto 


“him, If a man love me, he will 


keep my words: and my Father 
will love him, and we will. come 
unto him; and make our abode 
with him.’’—vs. 23. 

‘How will You do that?’ 
the brothér of James, asked. 

Jesus answered, ‘By being mani- 
fested by the Holy Spirit.’ 

“He that loveth me not keepeth 
not my sayings: and the word 
which ye hear is not mine, but the 
Father’s which sent me. These 
things have I spoken unto you, 
being yet present with you. But 
the Comforter, which is the Holy 
Ghost [the word Ghost and the 
word Spirit are translations of the 
same Greek word. Perhaps Holy 
Spirit is the better translation], 
whom the Father will send .in my 
name, he shal] teach you all things 
and bring all things to 
remembrance, whatsoever 
said unto you.”—vss. 24-26. 

In the fifteenth chapter of John 
is another part of this same mes- 
sage which Jesus gave the night 
before His crucifixion, recorded in 
the fourteenth, fifteenth, and 
sixteenth chapters. 

“But when the Comforter is 
come, whom I will send unto you 
from the Father, even the Spirit 
of truth, which proceedeth from 
the Father, he shall testify of me.

Now in chapter 16, begin read- 
ing with verse 7: 

_ “Nevertheless I tell you the 
truth; It is expedient for you that 
I go away: for if I go not away, 
the Comforter will not come unto 
you; but if I depart, I will send 
him unto you.” 

Christians generally do not be- 
lieve this. For many, many years 
I felt, “Oh, if I only could have 
seen Jesus! If I could have seen 
the miracles, if I could have heard 
Him preach—if I only could look 
in His face now! Think of the 
privilege many had who despised 
Him—and I can’t see Him!” But 
the truth is that Jesus said, ‘If 
you understood what I am telling 
you, you would be glad that I am 
going away so that the Comforter 
can come.’ To have Jesus made 
clear and manifested by the Holy 
Spirit living in your body is so 
wonderful that is it far better than 
having Jesus with us and being 
able to talk to Him every day. You 
cannot understand Jesus unless the 
Holy Spirit in you helps you to 
understand Him. Jesus Himself 
said, ‘It is expedient for you that 
I go away: You will know Me 
better if I let the Holy Spirit come 
and live in your body, comfort 
you, guide you. Rejoice that I 
am going away.’ 

“And when he is come, he will 
reprove the world of sin, and of 
righteousness, and of judgment.”— 
vs. 8. 

No preacher is able to reprove 


and convict the world; no preacher 


is able to reach a sinner’s heart 


if the Spirit of God does not cut, 


does not sting. A preacher needs 
netning as much as he needs the| 


power of God through the Holy 
Spirit. 

‘And when he is ¢ome, he will 
reprove the world of ‘sin, and of 
righteousness, ‘and of judgment: 
Of sin, because they believe not on 
me; Of righteousness, because I 
go .to my Father, and ye see me 
no more; Of+ judgment, because 
the prince of this world is judged.” 
—vss. 8-11. 


Incidentally, Bible preachers 
ought to have the same theme 
that the Holy Spirit has. Preach- 
ers, if you got on your mind what 
the Holy Spirit hason His, you 
would be doing some ‘reproving, 
you would be preaching to people 
about sin, judgment and righteous- 
ness. -If you ever get on your 
heart what God the Holy Spirit 
has on His, you will preach on 
the same themes He talks about. 

“T have yet many things to say 
unto you, but ye cannot bear them 
now. Howbeit when he, the Spirit 
of truth, is come, he will guide you 
into all truth: for he shall not 
speak of himself; but whatsoever 
he shall hear, that shall he speak: 
and he will shew you things to 
come. He shall glorify me: for 
he shall receive of mine, and shall 
shew it unto you. All things that 
the Father hath are mine: there- 
fore said I, that he shall take of 
mine, and shall shew it unto you.” 
—vss. 12-15. 

Isn’t that a wonderful teaching ? 
Jesus said, ‘Everything is Mine. 
The Father has given me every- 
thing. I inherit all things. The 
Father wants that I should have 
the preeminence in all things and 
that to Me every knee should bow 
and every tongue should confess. 
So I can say the Holy Spirit is 
going to take of mine and show 
it unto you.’ : 

The Christian who lets the Spirit 
of God really do His blessed work 
can have all God has, because 
Christ has them and the Spirit 
will reveal them. 

The statement in the middle of 


,{ verse 13 has been widely mis- 


interpreted: “For he shall not 
speak of himself; but whatso- 
ever he shall hear, that shall he 
speak.” 

All over the country well-mean- 
ing preachers—God bless them— 
have perverted the Scripture. They 
Say that the Holy Spirit never 
talks about Himself. But, all this 
I have been reading, He has been 
saying about Himself. The Holy 
Spirit does talk about Himself, too, 
often and clearly. What the Bible 
is saying is that the Holy Spirit 
does not speak independently of 
Jesus. ‘ He talks about Himself, 
but only as Jesus wants Him to. 

Perhaps the disciples said, ‘Lord 
Jesus, You talk about the Holy 
Spirit; but we know You so much 
better than we do the Holy Spirit.’ 

Jesus said, ‘The Holy Spirit will 
tell you just what I tell Him. You 
will be listening to Me if you listen 
to the Holy Spirit. What He re- 
veals to you is what I would reveal 
to you.’ 

In other words, when you have 
the Spirit of God dwelling in your 
body and you allow Him to teach 
you, you will be taught al) that 
Jesus would teach you and all the 
Father would teach you. If the 
Holy Spirit helps you to pray, that 
is as good as having Jesus Christ 
kneel right down by your side and 
put in your heart what you ought 
to pray. The Holy Spirit teaches 
you only what Jesus would teach 
you. 

But let no one tell you that the 
Holy Spirit does not talk about 
Himself. He does not talk from 
Himself, that is, His own inde- 
pendent ideas, ideas independent 
of Jesus Christ. But He talks a 
whole lot in the Bible about Him- 
self. In fact, every Scripture in 
the Bible about the Holy Spirit 
was dictated by Himself. Who 
was it that really wrote the Bible? 
Who wrote this book of John? 
Did the beloved John himself 
wirte it? No. He had a pen in 


his hand but the Spirit of God 
moved him. 


“Holy men of God 
spake as they were moved by the 
Holy Ghost” (II Pet. 1:21). And 
the Holy Spirit was talking about 


Himself in all these things He 


put down. 

There is not anything wrong in 
talking about the Holy Spirit any 
more than there is anything wrong

From time to time during 
recent weeks, we have been

in talking about Jesus, just so you 
are Scriptural and just so you stay 
with what the Spirit has said 
about Himself. 


We have neglected and have 
grieved the blessed Spirit of God 
by ignoring Him and the truth 
about Him. That is a sin. In 
this conference I have a burden 
on my soul that Christians will 
get acquainted with the blessed 
Holy Spirit. “Every Christian has 
the Holy Spirit,” you say. Yes, 
but many Christians know little 
about Him. If you rented a room 


| to some person and that person 


came and went for months and 
years; then one day after you had 
ignored him you discovered that 
he was some famous character 
whom you would have given any- 
thing to know well—wouldn’t that 
be sad? That is the way with 
Christians. The Spirit of God 
dwells in their bodies and they do 
not even know Him. They do not 


get acquainted with the Holy 
Spirit. 
Now let us_ consider’ several 


blessed, blessed truths about the 
Holy Spirit. 


The Holy Spirit Convicts 
Sinners 

The Holy Spirit is the first One 
who deals with a lost sinner. Jesus 
said, “All manner of sin and 
blasphemy shall be forgiven: but 
the blasphemy against the Holy 
Spirit shall not be forgiven unto 
men” (Matt. 12:31). Why? Be- 
cause the last end of God’s reach 
for sinners is the Holy Spirit. That 
is God’s last chance at a sinner. 
If the Spirit of God is grieved, if 
the Holy Holy Spirit is accused 
and resisted and blasphemed by 
a wicked sinner until He does not 
come any more, then that sinner 
canot be saved. | 

In a_ sense, then, the first 
thing you knew about God 
you got not from the Bible 
independently—you may have 


gotten something from the Bible— 
but the Spirit of God taught You 
and revealed the things of God 
to you. 


Which of the three Persons of 
the godhead is it—-the Father or 
Son or Holy Spirit—who works on 
your conscience? It is the Holy 
Spirit. How important it is, then, 
that we get acquainted with that 
blessed Spirit of God who is the 
only Key to a sinner’s heart, who 
is the only real Key to the Word! 


Sometimes as I teach the Word 
it falls on deaf ears. People who 
listen to me preach look very 
intelligent, but I find later that 


some of them did not get a thing}, 


I said. Their minds -were some- 
where else. Sometimes _ people 
quote me as saying exactly the 
opposite of what I actually said. 
Why? Because there really is no 
way to teach people _ spiritual 


truth except as the Holy, Spirit 


reveals it to their hearts and helps 
them to understand it. That is the 
reason Jesus said, ‘“‘When he, the 
Spirit of truth, is come, he will 
guide you into all truth.” 

The first thing the Holy Spirit 
does is to convict a sinner. The 
Spirit of God makes people want 
to be saved. Jesus said, “No man 
can come to me, except. the 
Father which hath sent me draw 
him’ (John 6:44), that is, the 


Father sends the Holy Spirit after’ 


him. 

In John 6:37 Jesus said, “All 
that the Father giveth me shall 
come to me.” When a sinner 
comes to Christ, it is unreasonable, 


it is senseless to expect Jesus to 


turn him down since He and the 
Father have already had a private 
understanding. Since the Father 
sent the Holy Spirit to convict him 
and cause him to want Jesus, 
Jesus will certainly mot reject him. 
The Holy Spirit Makes a Sin- 
ner a New Creature 

Do you believe in being born 
again? All right, born of what? 
“Born of the Spirit.” It is the 
Holy Spirit who makes a new 
creature out of a sinner. If there 
is one who hears me this morning 
who has not. been born again, what 
you need is that old heart changed. 
I am not talking about getting 
baptized, I am not talking about 
joining the church. You need to 
join something else first. You 
need to let the Spirit of God come 
in and make black white, make a 
sinner into a saint, make a 
drunkard sober, or make a harlot 
pure, or make an infidel into a 
believer, I am talking ‘about God 
the Holy Spirit actually renewing 
and remaking that heart attitude 
by giving you a new nature. We 
who are saved are partakers of 
the divine nature. In other words, 
it is the blessed Spirit who makes 
a saint out of a sinner. (We mean 
by “saint,” of course, one who is 
saved, in whom the Spirit of God 
dwells.) The Holy Spirit is the 
One who saves. 

We say, “I let Jesus come into 
my heart.” This is not being 
ugly; this is a truth I-want you 
to get: but I might as well say 
I let some other person come into 
my heart as to say I let Jesus 
come into my heart. 1 might in 
some figurative sense mean that 
a person came into my heart. But 
that would only mean I loved that 
person, that we had mutual friend- 
ship, that I believed in- him. But 
I could not lhterally let a person 


‘who is as big as I myself am 


come- into my heart. No, when 
you said you let Jesus come into 
your heart, what you actually did 
was to let the Spirit of Christ, 
the Holy Spirit who represents 
Christ, who takes Christ’s place 
and manifests Christ, come in. 

You say, “You mean one lets 
the Holy Spirit come into the 
seat of the affections and will?” 
No, more :than that; actually, 
literally we who are Christians 
let the Spirit of Christ, the Holy 
Spirit, God’s Spirit, come into 
our bodies to dwell. He is the One 
who changed our hearts and made 
us new creatures, and then re- 
mains with us forever. 


_ The Holy Spirit Dwells in a

The third thing is that the Holy

Spirit lives in every Christian, 
every. one who is saved. 

First Corinthians 3:16,17 says: 

“Know ye not that ye are the 
temple of God, and that the Spirit 
of God dwelleth in you? If any 
man defile the temple of God, him 
shall God destroy; for the temple 
of God is holy, which temple ye 
are.” 

Every Christian has the Holy 
Spirit dwelling in him. 

“What? know ye not that your 
body is the temple of the Holy 
Ghost which is in you, which ye 
have of God, and ye are not your 
own? For ye are bought with a 
price: therefore glorify God in 
your body, and in your spirit, 
which are God’s.”—I Cor, 6:19.20. 

You. belong to God, your body 
is the temple of the Holy Ghost 
and the Spirit of God dwells in 
you. You are not your own; you 
are bought with a price. “There- 
fore glorify God in your body, and 
in your spirit, which are God’s.”’ 

Somebody asks, “What Scrip- 
ture says I should not use tobac- 
co?” That one does. Your body 
is the*temple of the Holy Spirit. 
How many of you believe in -spit- 
ting tobacco juice on the carpet 
in a church house? How many be- 
lieve in smoking in a_ church 
house? Well, your body is a 
church house. It is the temple of 
God. There is a sense in. which 
the Christian’s body is the only 
sanctuary or temple left on earth. 
Sometimes we call church houses 
“sanctuaries,” but a church house 
is not a sanctuary. The only real 
Sanctuary or temple of God on 
earth is the body of a Christian 
Where the Spirit of God dwells. 
The Holy* Spirit does not dwell 
in this building. He comes in when 
We come in and He goes out when 
we go out. If in the power of God 
I preach in a theater, the Spirit 
of God comes in that theater, 
that place where people are used 
to seeing lewd shows. He comes 
when I come and leaves when. I 
leave, because He is in me. So it 


is with you if you are a Christian. | 


Oh, the Spirit of God dwells not 
in buildings made with hands but 
in the bodies of the saints of God, 
children of God. 

That ought to make a differ- 
ence in the way you live and the 
way you feel. That should make 
you want to take a bath every 
once in a while whether you need 
it or not, and keep yourself nice! 
That should make you feel, “I’m 
gzomebody! So I will be careful 
about what I eat, about getting 
my rest, about where I go and 
the company I keep. The Spirit 
of God lives in my body.” 

' Now, Romans 8:9: 

“But ye are not in the flesh, 
but in the Spirit, if so be that 
the Spirit of God dwell in you. 
Now if any man have not the 
Spirit of Christ, he is none of 
his.” 

The Spirit of Christ dwells in 
you if you are saved. If you do 
not have the Holy Spirit of Christ 
dwelling in you, you are not a 
Christian. Every Christian has the 
Indwelling of the Spirit of Christ. 
Sometimes people pray, “O Holy 
Spirit, come and dwell in us.” He 
ls already dwelling in us if we are 
Christians. What such people 
mean, perhaps, is to ask that the 
Holy Spirit will anoint them with 
power for soul winning. But the 
fullness of the Spirit is one thing; 
the coming of the Holy Spirit 
into the body of a Christian when 
he is saved is another thing. Not 
every Christian is filled with the 
Spirit. Not every Christian is 
endued with power from on High 
to win souls. But every saved per- 
gon has the Holy Spirit dwelling 
in him. They are two entirely 
different ministeries of the same 
Spirit: The Spirit dwells in every 
‘Christian. But- one of His minis- 
teries—the filling of a Christian 
with power for service—He may 
not yet- have done for you. 


The Holy Spirit Guides Us 
Into Truth 

Here is another truth: the Holy 
Spirit guides us into the truth. 
Do you want to be a Bible stu- 
dent? Would you really like to 
learn the Bible? 

May I give a testimony? 

I have studied the Bible and 
have, I suppose, some reputation 
as a Bible Scholar and a Bible 
teacher. If you will read my 


books, you will find that I have 
answered questions on nearly 
every matter that could come up 
among Christian people. Strangely 
enough, back yonder I started 
learning my theology from the 
Bible. Isn’t that the place to learn 
your theology 

I was very poor. I did not have 
Matthew Henry’s Commentary, 
the sweetest of all the devotional 
commentaries, and which every 
preacher ought to have. I did not 
have any commentary. So I got 
to studying the Bible. When I 
found sometihng I did not know, 
about, I got my concordance and 
looked up every other place in the 
Bible where the matter was men- 
tioned. What a funny way to learn 
the Bible! 

But do you know how God helped 
me? The Spirit of God taught me. 
I did love the Bible. And I prayed, 
“QO Holy Spirit, guide me!” And 
he has helped me to learn the 
Bible. I do not know so much 
about it now, but I know ten 
times, perhaps a hundred times, 
as much as I did when I got 
through college and_ seminary. 
The only real way to know the 
Bible is to have the Spirit of God 
guide you in your study. That is 
one good reason for praying when 
you read the Bible. That is a good 
reason why sometimes you should 
open your Bible, put it in a chair, 
kneel down, put your face in it and. 
ask God the Holy Spirit to teach 
you. How sweet it is when the 
Holy Spirit teaches you God’s own 
Word! 

Do you want to know poet 
Christ? The Holy Spirit will 
manifest Him to you. Do you want 
to remember what Jesus said? 
The Holy Spirit will help you to 
remember; “He will bring to your 
remembrance all things,’ Jesus. 
said. The way to remember Scrip- 
ture and memorize Scripture is 
to have the Spirit of God put it in 
your heart, burn it in, recall it to 
your memory. O Holy Spirit, 
teach us the Word of God! 

The Holy Spirit Is a Chris- 

tian’s Comforter 

The Holy Spirit is our Comfort- 
er. The Greek word parakletos 
from which our word Comforter 
is translated means one who goes 
alongside to help. 

Are you an orphan? Is there a 
widow. here today? There is a 
sense in which you are not a 
widow. You, if you are a Christian, 
have One always beside you, a 
comforter, Protector. “The Com- 
farter.” Isn’t that a sweet name? 

As a little resume, it would 
be good to make out a list of the 
things the Holy Spirit does: 

He is the Convictor. 

He is the Regenerator. 

He is the Indweller. 

He is the Teacher. 

He is the Comforter. 


The Holy Spirit Teaches a 
Christian How to Pray 

He is the Prayer Partner. 
Romans 8:26,27, says, “Likewise 
the Spirit also helpeth our in- 
firmities: for we know not what 
we should pray for as we ought: 
but the Spirit itself [Himself] 
maketh intercession for us with 
groanings which cannot be utter- 
ed. And he that searcheth the 
hearts knoweth what is the mind 
of the Spirit, because he maketh 
intercession for the saints ac- 
cording to the will of God.” 

When I was in Kansas in a re- 
vival ‘campaign, I stayed in a 
preacher’s home. It was a wonder- 
ful joy. I do not get to stay in 
preacher’s homes as much as I 
used to. I work so hard; I have 
to prepare copy for the paper, etc. 
Sometimes when Mrs. Rice can 
go, I take a secretary. Always I 
have a typewriter and dictating 
machine. I must get out THE 
SWORD OF THE LORD. When 
you have fifty thousand familes 
sitting down at the table, you 
must have something to put on 
the table, you know! So I do not 
get to be in homes as much as 
I used to and as much as I like to. 

But in this pastor’s home in 
Kansas we had our prayer to- 
gether at night. Clydie, the little 
boy five years old, would pray 
prayers that would do credit to 
any mature, fifty-year old Chris- 
tian. . 

The father would pray; the 
mother would pray; the rest would 
pray. Then the father would say, 
“All right Clydie, now it is your 


time to pray.” He would go on 


to say, “Our Heavenly Father...” 


Clydie would say, “Our Heaven- 
ly Father...” The father would 
go on and say the words of a 
prayer that would be suitable for 
the heart of the boy and yet would 
have such understanding as 
the loving heart of the father— 
a man who had been a preacher 
twenty years—had of God. The 
little boy prayed a_ wonderful 
prayer and I am persuaded that 
he got the sense of it pretty well 
as he prayed, because he had 
somebody teaching him to pray, 
somebody kneeling beside him. 


Isn’t it wonderful to pray when 
you feel the Spirit of God is there, 
when you feel the prayer comes 
from Heaven? Did you ever pray 
and know as soon as you prayed 
that the prayer was going 
through, that the request was 
going to bring the answer? Did 
you ever pray and know that God 
had already heard; know that the 
prayer started in Heaven and that 
when it got back it would be 
okayed? If. so, it was the Spirit 
otf God helping you to pray. God 
knows the mind of the Spirit, and 
the Spirit prays with us and for 
us with groanings that cannot 
be uttered. Oh, what a wonderful 
thing it is that.the Spirit of God 
can teach a Christian to pray! 

The disciples said to Jesus, 
“Lord, teach us to pray, as John 
also taught his disciples’ (Luke 
1¥:1), and Jesus set, out to teach. 
the disciples. Wouldn’t it be fine 
if I could talk to Jesus, if I could 


say, “Jesus, show me how to 
pray’’? : : 

“Well” He says, ‘I have a 
Teacher; the Holy Spirit will 
teach you.’ 


“The Love of the Spirit” 

Now the last thing is, the Spirit 
loves us: We often do not realize 
the Spirit is a person. Romans 
15:30 speaks of ‘“‘the love of the 
Spirit.” The Holy Spirit can be 
grieved. Did you ever see a 
mother grieve because her boy 
went out in sin? The Holy Spirit 
grieves when we sin. Ephesians 
4:30 says,: “Grieve not the holy 


sealed unto the day of. redemp- 
tion.” The Holy Spirit is very 
sensitive. You can sometimes be 
rough with people so that they 
will not open their hearts to you. 
You can be callous and mean to 
people, or selfish; but if you have 
a tender, sympathetic heart, they 
will open their hearts to you and 
tell you their hearts’ desires. 

Now, the Spirit of God can be 
quenched. When the Holy Spirit 
says to you, “Go and talk to that 
man; I. have been dealing with 
him; I am yearning over him-— 
go and talk to him,” you had 
better go. If you say, “Oh, that 
would not be practical; he would 
laugh at me’’—if you ignore the 
Spirit and refuse to do what He 
says, you may quench the Spirit. 
He may stop talking to you, stop 
suggesting to you. I am not Ssay- 
ing you would be lost. I am saying 
that the Spirit of God may be so 
quenched that, though He would 
love to talk to you, He does not. 
He is a sensitive Being. The Scrip- 
ture says that He loves us. 

Dr. J. Wilbur Chapman said 
that one time he was reading an 
address by Dr. Moorehead. Dr. 
Moorehead quoted the Scripture 
which says, “If the Spirit of him 
that raised up Jesus from the dead 
dwell in you, he that raised up 
Christ from the dead shall also 
quicken your mortal bodies by his 
Spirit that dwelleth in you.” Then 
Dr. Moorehead said, ‘I think that 
when a Christian dies and the 
body is put in the grave, the 
Spirit of his own life leaves the 
body but the Holy Spirit does 
not. I believe the Holy Spirit is in 
that grave waiting for the trumpet 
sound to raise up that body, as He 
raised up the body of Jesus. But 
if my brethren will not let me 
believe that the Holy Spirit really 
stays there in the body in the 
grave, then I will say that the 
sweet Spirit of God, the loving 
Spirit of God, -hovers over that 
grave and waits for the time of 
the rapture, for the voice of the 
archangel and the trump of God, 
and then will quicken that body.’ 

Dr. Chapman said, ‘When I read 
that I could not read any more 
for the tears, and I laid the book 
down. I said to my man, “Hitch 
the horse to the carriage.” I got 
Mrs. Chapman, we got in the car- 
riage and drove out to the ceme-

When Christ came into the prison 
of this world’s sin, He brought 
with Him all the jewels of heaven- 
ly affection upon Him. If a host 
of angels had been hurled off the 
battlement, they would not so 
much have been missed. It is an 
exciting time around an old home- 
stead the morning the son leaves 
home to go away; for they know 
not what will happen, or whether 
he will ever return. What a morn- 
ing it must have been in Heaven 
when Jesus left! I think all 
Heaven hung around Him—some 
asking Him not to go; some 
speaking to Him of the perils by 
the way; some standing in silent 
grief at His departure; and when 
the cavalcade for Bethlehem 
dashed up to the golden gate and 
the cry was, “All ready!” there 
was a warm good-by and a rain of 
tears and last words and a scene 
that the oldest inhabitants of 
Heaven remember now as though 
it were but yesterday. 

During our last war, squadrons 
went out and we knew nothing 
of them until they were reported 
off shore, and landing amidst 
fiery assault of battle.

I hear the buzz, and hum, and 
roar, and blasphemy of a great 
mob. They have cornered Him at 
last! Put those women out of the 
way! It is no place for women! 
Do not let His mother see this! 
Take her away! This spectacle 
would kill her! Put out all the 
candles of the sky. The spears 
are sharp, and they plunge them. 
The heavens are burdened with 
woe, and they thunder. Unlifted 
darkness — save as a flash of 
lightning reveals the eye of God, 
peering through the gloom to see 
what they are doing with His well- 
beloved Son. Methinks the thrones 
of Heaven shiver at the deed. 

He has been hanging there five 
hours and fifty minutes. What 
next? Whom will the Omnipotent 
Sufferer first consume with His 
curse? Will he not take His right 
hand from the nail and hurl ever- 


lasting fury upon His crucifiers? . 


Wait a moment. Listen! I am sure 
He will speak! Yes, he speaks: 
“Father, forgive them; for they 
know not what they do.” 

This was death at the stake; 
but the fires kindled around it 
were the flames of the world’s 
hatred, inwrapped with the fiercer 
fires of eternal woe—wreathing 
feet, hands, eyes, brain, soul, in 
the worst horror that ever shud- 
dered through God’s. universe. 
Was not this salvation great in 
its suffering ? 

IV. Salvation Great in Its 

Pardon 

This redemption was also great 
in its pardon. It takes all the sins 
of a life and cuts them off with 
one stroke, so that all the crimes 
the worst man ever committed, 
as soon as he takes hold of this 
salvation, are gone at once, 
utterly and forever. Gone, so that 
you can not find them. Gone, so 
that the light of the judgment- 
day cannot discover them. 

Says some one, “Do you mean to 
say that I could’have that done for 
me?” 


I answer, “Yes!” 
“When?” 
Now! Though you had com- 


mitted fifty murders, though your 
life were rotten with debauchery, 
though you had gone through the 
whole catalogue of crimes, I an- 
nounce full pardon for all your 
sins the moment you take hold 
of this salvation. 


V. Salvation Great in Its 
Final Deliverance 

This redemption is great in its 
final deliverance. There is a Hell. 
Rationalism rules it out; but there 
is where our modern essayists and 
the Bible differ. People say there 
ought not to be a Hell; but there 
is where modern theologians and 
the Lord God Almighty differ. I 
am one of those few benighted 
mortals in this day who take the 
whole Bible.

Everything! Absolutely every-

“What! that about the serpent 
in Eden? and the sun standing 
still? and the whale swallowed 
Jonah ?”

read the arguments on the 


then, you can not have 
other 


Yes, I have; read them day and 
night, read them by the year, 
read every word that Tom Paine 
or Theodore Parker or Renan ever 
wrote on the subject; read them 
from the title-page to the last word, 
of the last line, of the last page. 
of the last book; read them until! 
it is only through the mercy of 
God that I did not kill my soul 
through the sin of reading them: 
read them until I found out that the 
land of skepticism is a desert, 
where the sands are red-hot coals, 
swept by the smothering simoon 
of all-consuming wretchedness; 
réad them until I have found that 
there are two hells instead of 
one—the hell of skepticism and 
the Hell spoken of in the Bible. 
and I believe in the last because 
it is the more tolerable. 

Come to my house some time at 
six o'clock in the evening and I 
will show you fifty-four passages 
in the Bible, all positively assert- 
ing that there is such a place, and 
as many more implying it. If 
I do not believe God when He tells 
me a thing ten. times, certainly 
I will when He tells it to me 
twenty times. If I do not believe 
what He has7 asserted twenty 
times, I will when He has told it to 
me forty times. But if I doubt 
Him the fortieth time, certainly 
when He announces a thing to me 
the fifty-fourth time I had better 
accept it. 

Paul says, “They shall be pun- 
ished with everlasting destruction 
from the presence of the Lord’ 
(II Thess. 1:9). ~ 

Luke says. “There shall be weep- 
ing and gnashirg of teeth, when ye 
shall see Abraham, and Isaac, and 
Jacob, and all the prophets, in the 
kingdom of God, and yourselves 
thrust out” (Luke 13:28). 

Christ, who ought to know, says, 
“And these shall go away into 
everlasting punishment.” 

It is not more certain that there 
is a city called Constantinople or 
Moscow than that there is a great 
metropolis of suffering that Satan 
rules over; that there are fires 
that cannot be put out, and tears 
that ever fall, and groans that are 
forever uttered. When a man gets 
into that place, he never gets out. 

There may be difference of 
opinion about the exact .nature of 
that suffering. You may, if you 
like, discard the old-fashioned 
notion of fire, but the Bible in 
many places says that the suffer- 
ing is like fire; and if it is like 
fire, it is as severe as fire; and 
if it is as severe as fire, it might 
as well be fire. You say that it is 
menta! torture, and not physical. 
But you know that mental torture 
is worse than physical. So the 
style of suffering that you believe 
in is far more intolerable than the 
Style of suffering your fathers and 
mothers used to believe in. 

But suppose you throw over- 
board most of the testimony on 
this subject—is there not some 
slight possibility that there may 
be such a place? If there should 
be, and you have no preparation 
to escape it, what then? 

A young woman, dying, said to 
her father, “Father, why did you 
not tell me there was such a 
place ?” 

“What place?” 

“A Hell!” 

He said, “Jenny, there is no 
such place. God is merciful. There 
will be no future suffering!” 

She said, “I know better! 
it now! I know there is such a 
place! My feet are slipping into 
it this moment! I am lost! Why 
did you not tell me there was such 
a place?” 

It is the awful, stupendous 
consuming, incontrovertible fact 
of the universe. 

Now, is not a_ salvation that 
keeps down the hatches so that 
these flames cannot scorch us, and 
that muzzles these lions so that 
their teeth cannot touch us, 
worthy of being called a great 
salvation? Every one may escape 
it. God never puts a man in per- 
dition.

you have a great fire on your 
farm in which you are consuming 


He puts himself there. If| %: 


a large amount of rubbish, and I 
deliberately rush into it and get 
burned, who is to blame? Myself. 
God has toid us there is a place 
of burning. He makes for us every 
possibility of escaping it. If de- 
liberately and of our own choice 
we dash in upon whom comes the 
responsibility ? Answer! Your 
conscience has answered! 


VI. Salvation Great in Its 
Consummation 

This salvation is great in its 
consummation. It does not leave a 
man shivering and half starved 
on the outskirts of a fine city, but 
gives him citizenship in the great 
capital of the Almighty. The 
Bible says that one day an angel 
went out and measured Heaven. 
He took a golden rod.. I see that 
rod flashing in the light of- the 
sun that never sets. With it the 
angel measured all along by the 
gates, all along by the towers, and 
all along by the foundations—a 
hundred miles, five hundred miles, 
a thousand miles, fifteen hundred 
miles around — so the _ Bible 
intimates. What a city! London 
and New York are villages com- 
pared with it. Though the account 
be figurative, what a Heaven God 
has ready for us! But that Heaven 
spoker. of in the Bible was Heaven 
béfore the improvements. It is a 
grander place now; for the great 
and good souls of the last eighteen 
hundred years have gone in since 
then. .Excepting Jesus, the best 
part of our Heaven has been made 
up within the last thirty years, 
since our friends have been going 
in. 

In the great park of the universe 
we may walk; and we shall want 
not one thing for all eternity. No 
sickness will pale the cheek. No 
discord will strike the ear. No 
shadow will darken the path, save 
under the palm trees through 
which sifts the golden light of 
eternal summer. Jesus will be 


there; and all the good will be 
there. O land of light, and love, 
and joy! A land where the re- 


deemed of the Lord come with 
songs upon their heads. A land 
where—I fail! I break down 
under the thought! I cannot ex- 
press it! “Eye hath not seen, nor 
ear heard, neither have entered 
into the heart of man, the things 
which God hath prepared for them 
that love him” .(I Cor. 2:9). Is 
not a salvation that opens such*’a 
gate, amd rouses such an anthem, 
and consummates such friendship, 
a great saivation” ?

The rocks will say, “We told 
him of a shelter and defense to 
which he might run and be saved, 
but he would not come. ssrair he 
must not!” 

The sun in the sky will say, “We 
told him of the light of the world 
and of the dayspring from on 
high, but he shut his eyes to the 
glory. Escape he must not!” 

The stars will say, “I pointed 
to his only hope—the Jesus of 
Bethlehem—but he would not look 
and and be saved.

I have never yet seen a great 
soul winner who was not looking 
for the second coming of the Lord 
Jesus Christ. 

Paul was looking for the 
Saviour. He said, “For our con- 
versation is in Heaven; from 
whence also we look for the 
Saviour, -the Lord Jesus Christ” 
(Phil. 3:20). Peter was looking for 
Him. He said, “And when the chief 
Shepherd shall appear, ye shall 
receive a crown of glory that 
fadeth not away” (I Peter '5:4). 
James was looking for His coming. 
He said, “Be patient, therefore, 
brethren, unto the coming of the. 
Lord’ (James 5:7). John was 
looking for His coming. He said, 
“It doth not yet appear what we 
shall be: but we know that, when 
He shall appear, we shall be like 
Him; for we shall see Him as He 
is” (I John 3:2). Every fresh, 
vital Christian who has done busi- 
ness for God in ages past or is 
doing business for God now has 
been or is now a person looking 
for the coming of the Lord Jesus 
Christ. 

I was invited to speak at Ridge- 


crest, our Southern Baptist en-}| 


campment. I spoke two days. A 
lot of questions had been: going 
around—questions about my min- 
istry, about why I do certain 
things, about Tennessee Temple 
College, and about the Seminary. 

On the second day I got up and 
said, “I would like to tell you why 


' I do some things as I do them. 


First of all, I want to see souls 
saved. I would rather die than 
not to be able to see people come 
to Jesus Christ. And the second 
reason why I do things as I do 
them is that I believe in the pre- 
millennial coming of the Lord 
Jesus Christ. (I am not sure that 
I had too many on my side be- 
cause many of our preachers are 
either postmillennial or amil- 
lennial). 

I tell you, we ought to get 
away from a lot of foolishness we 
are putting up with in this day. 
We are spending too much money 
on buildings. We are spending 
too much time in getting money 
for things which are not resulting 
in the winning of lost souls. I am 
back of THE SWORD OF THE 
LORD because it brings souls to 
Jesus Christ. I am back of a 
Conference like this because it 
brings souls to Jesus Christ. Even 
if we do not win as many in these 
services as we would like, per- 
haps we can fire up about two 
dozen people to go back home and 
win and witness, then we will 
have done something. 

Listen! A heart belief in the 


coming of the Lord Jesus will 


purify your life. I used to do a lot 
of questionable things—even after 
I. was ordained as a preacher, I 
am so ashamed of it. I was born 
in Indiana, reared in Louisville, 
went to the Seminary, graduated 
from the University of Louisville. 
I never one time heard a sermon 
on separation. I never heard a 
message on victorious living: “It 
was not until I began to read 
and study my Bible—until I came 


to know the truth of the second 


coming of Jesus Christ—that I 
discovered that I was to live dif-

from the world. I used 
to go to moving picture shows— 


before I was saved and after I 
was saved. Nobody told me it was 
wrong. Down in the Southland 
many Baptist preachers go all 
the time. But when this matter 
of the second coming of Jesus 
got hold of my heart, I went to 
the last one. I said, “Lord, I 
should not be found there.” It 
was not that my soul would be 
lost. It was that my testimony 
would be gone by compromising. 
And I did not want to be in a 
place where I would not want to 
be found if Jesus came. Yet I was 
just like the others until this

matter of the second coming of’ 


Christ got hold of me. 


I have observed that fresh and 
vital Christians are those who 
are looking for the second coming 
of our Lord. That hope lifts their 
gaze off the things of this earth 
and points them  heavenward. 
Some people live for money. Some 
people live for pleasure. They are 
so concerned about the things of 
this life. Listen! If you are look- 
ing for the second coming of 
Jesus Christ every day, you will 
not be so concerned about the 
material things of this life. You 
will begin to feel that if you have 
a place to live and food to eat, 
then that is all right. You will 
begin to feel that the important 
thing is that Jesus may come. 
Oh, this truth does not produce 
lazy people; it produces folks who 
are putting first things first and 
trusting God for their needs day 
by day. 

Listen again: The second com- 
ing of Jesus Christ promises a 
reunion. And I am looking for 
that! The dead in Christ shall rise 
first, then the living shall. be 
changed. And together we shall 
be caught up into the air to meet 
the Lord. I am looking for that 
day of reunion. I have some loved 
ones on the other side. Their 
bodies were placed away in the 
grave, awaiting that first resur- 
rection. One of these days Jesus 
is coming. When He comes, the 


dead in Christ shall be raised, 


then the living will be changed. 


Together we shall be caught up 
into the air. And what else does 
the Scripture say? It says, “... 
and so shall we ever be with the 
Lord.” (I Thess. 4:17). 

More than two years ago God 
gave to Mrs. Roberson and me a 
beautiful little baby girl. We 
named her Joy because of the joy 


she brought to our hearts. Oh, 
what rejoicing we had in that 
little girl! 

The days went along. The 


weeks went by. I was in a re- 
vival meeting at Russellville, 
Alabama. The phone in the pas- 
torium rang one day. I answered 
it, and a voice on the other end 
said, “Brother pastor, Joy just 
died.”” It was‘ one of the hardest 
things I had ever had said to me 
in my whole life. I hung up the 
receiver, got in my car, and drove 
back to Chattanooga to be with 
my wife, and to look upon the 
still form of that little one. Then 
on Sunday afternoon we follow- 
ed the hearse out to Greenwood 
Cemetery. We put her body away 
in the place that is called Baby- 
land. On the little marker are 
the words, “Joy Roberson.”

I do not under- 
stand all of it, but, brother, I be- 
lieve every bit of it. People say, 
“How can a dead body be raised ?”’ 
I do not know, but I am going to 
take the Lord at His word. Jesus 
is coming, the dead in Christ shall 
he raised. first, and the living shall 
be changed. So shall we ever be 
with the Lord! 

I have found that a Christian 
who is looking for the coming of 


the Lord Jesus Christ is a vital]. 


and fresh Christian. But just to 
love the doctrine of the second 
coming: of Jésus Christ does not 
produce that kind of Christian. 
It must be that you love Jesus 
Christ Himself. We have people 
who can tell you what every horn 
of Daniel’s beast is, etc.; and that 
is good; but they fuss and fight 
and talk about the teaching -of 
the second coming of Jesus 
Christ, yet care nothing for the 
Saviour Himself. We who are 
Christians ought to have one

magnificent obsession: the Lord 
Jesus and our love for Him, Do 
you love Jesus? Do you want to 
see Him face to face? Have you 


|ever prayed the prayer, the last 


prayer in the Bible, “Even So, 
come, Lord Jesus’? Have you 
asked the people in your church 
to pray that prayer? Not many 
churches have prayed that prayer. 
Jesus is in Heaven awaiting the 
Father’s word. He is wondering 
why His followers say nothing of 
His coming again. Do you want to 
see Him face to face? Would you 
rather be in the presence of the 
Lord Jesus Christ than anything 
else in this world?
